noble house of Sakya, in tho town Kappillawastu on the borders of 
Nepal in Northern India. This prince was visited by the sages or 
wiso men as soon as ever the news was circulated of his birth, 
and they predicted, by the light of their science, that he would be- 
come a recluse and lead his people by the superiority of his wisdom 
ond spiritual enlightenment. Vive days after birth he received the 
name of Siddhorrtta, The child grow ; but in consequence of the 

rediction that he would become a recluse, great care was taken in 

js earlier years to prevent him from applying his mind to the 
atudy of the philosophies of the land, for which he manifested the 
keenest desire. Flis mind seemed peculiarly constituted for that 

urpose, and the thought of royal blood ever descending to the 
Punnilintiog grade of a recluse caused his father to adopt measures 
with a view of directing the thoughts of his son into some moro 
agreeable channel, The Vedas, in which he took great delight even 
in his earlier yoars, were taken from his reach and placed under 
D of duly appointed persons; still the thought that Siddharrtta 
would separate dieit from the paternal care and follow out the 
prediction caused the father no little anxiety. Siddharrtta 
matured early, and his strength of mind, 


" : joined to a robust con- 
stitution and kindly disposition, ende: him to many of lis 


eople, 
Pe Shio customs of this country permitted the marriage contract to 
he entered into at an sary age, and tho father of Siddharrtta, 
thinking it would be s means of averting the predicted destiny of 
a recluse, urged his son to take to himself the princess Yasodrata, 
a good, noble, and virtuous maiden, as his wife. Accordingly, at 
tho age of sixtáen years, Siddbarrtta was married, and the event 
was marked by special displays of joy and congratulations. In 
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due course n son was born unto Sidiharrtta, and nt a time when the 
city was alive with the rejoicings of an enthusiastic people, when 
the festivities of the palace were being carried out with unusual 
splendour, and when everything breathed forth the breath of 
Kindness, goodwill, and harmony, Siddharrita, left tho palace after 
having but taken a glance at the mother nnd babe as they lay, 
from tho threshold of the door, aud wended his way to the woods, 
where he intended to make his home for the future of his lif, At 
such a tima the anxiety of his father was relaxed, and ao, escaping 
his attendants, he reached the woods, alone and unseen. Then the 
ery wont up, the prince bad fled, and the joy that had but few 
hours proviously rent the air, was changed at once into sadness and 
regret for the loss of the prince of Sakya. 

You may perhaps wonder what a recluso really is, A recluse in 
Eastern nations is one who separates himself from all society, and. 
devotes his being to the observanco of certain principles which in. 
his estimation are preferable to those found in social communities. 
| Tis garment is not allowed by his calling to be made in one piece, 

but is to be composed of small pieces, sewn together ; if these pieces 
can be gathered from the street after having been trodden E 
picked up on the sea beach after having been washed ashore, or i 

it can be proved that these pieces formerly covered dead bodies, 
| so much the better; the reason for this is, that they teach hu- 
mility better, and show the body to be only a mortifying pile, 
unworthy of costly apparel. The only possessions that a recluse 
can hold are a razor, a needle, an alms bowl, and m staff, They 
eat such things ns they gather around their place of abode, but at 
certain times they leave, and enter the city for a change of food. 
With their alms bowls in their hands, they present themselves be- 
fore the door of the first house they come to; they are to make no 
| signal, and after waiting m certain time, if they nro not relieved, 
they must pass on to the next door, and so on, When they baye 
secured sufficient, they return to their home, and eat in reverse 
order the things that have been given them; that is, they must 
eat whatever was last given to them before those things that 
Tie deeper in the bowl, although there should bo superior articles 
underneath. Such a person was the subject of our address, and 
the founder of the Religion of Buddhism. What self-denial did 
he not manifest in leaving the Ps with plenty and all manner 
of comforts for the unsheltered woods. And for what purpose? 
Tn order that he might reduce tho feelings of the body, elevate his 
inner nature, and comprehend truth, apart from any social enteugle- 
ment, 

Siddharrtta threw away the royal robes, cast away all that 
marked him as one of noble birth, and adopted the garment of the 
| recluse; still his dignified bearing and mannerly conduct showed. 
| him to be of superior birth, though he wore the habit of » mendi- 

cant, and when he loft tho Woods and entered the city of Rajagada 
with tho alms bowl in his hands to gather n chango of food, his 
character was at ouce seen, and he was most generously relieved. 
Returning to his seat under the Bo-tree, ho was assaulted by 
| numbers of demons and dewas. The contest was fierce and pro- 
longed, but he manfully resisted the menaces of these frightful 
fiends and the allurements of beauty presented before him, and he 
was in a short time left to himself a victor over all the asssulting 
powers that had beset him. In this humble fashion ho ate tho 
offerings that he had received in his bowl, Tho sight of its un- 
eleanness reminded him of the impuritios of mans body, though 
tended with $o much care, and treated with so many indulgences, 
| Hore the lightning gleams, and the thanders shake the earth, and 
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rain falls with such violence as to threaten the destruction of all 
life; but here also at other times the clouds seem to drop down 
fatness, and the glorious beams of the sun seem to bring into 
existence all that breathe in the air, or wave in tho wind. But he 
did not heed the raging of the elements; to him thunder did not 
speak as the voice of an offended God, but as n monition, remind- 
ing him that nothing is polen all Misure subject to change. 
His attention was fixed upon himself, He saw that all outward 
things are vanity, and he set himself the task of finding for others 
aspring of happiness; the more he penetrated, the more difficult. 
his task appeared. Tho teachings of his earlier days were with- 
out profit to him, and the end of all things appeared to prove the 
emptiness and unreality of all earthly things. Shortly aiterwords 
he was joined by five Brahmans, who subscribed to his principles 
of thought, and followed his ascetic habits. These were his first 
converts, They assumed the same garment as himself, and lived 
in the same contemplative form of mind. They concentrated all 
their thought upon themselves ; they found they were but organised 
bodiss with attributes and powers, possessing certain qualities. 
Away from the world, they found that they could only enjoy 
peace, for in the city all was disappointment, a3 the mind was ever 
active, and the means to appease it were not to ba had in this rest- 
less state of existence; ond that this restlessness would only cease 
with the destraction of thé body. Siddharrtta sought out the 
means by which this was to be accomplished, and when he had 
discovered four paths that would lead to it, he said to his disciples, 
“T bave found out the path of knowledge by which mun alone can 
be happy; it has been reyealed to me, and I must teach mon to 
throw aside their former thoughts and listen to the words of the 


an 

With this determination ho set ont to preach his discoveries 
to the people, and lis first discourse was called the ^ Dharrma 
Chakkappawattanssutran,” 

Tt was customary for all writers in ancient times to express their 
thoughts in a kind'of poetical measure, What you now term prose 
writing was not known to them; it is an invention of later years. 
We mention this so that you may understand that tho discourses 
of Siddbarrtta wero given in this way, and the Vedantic writings, 
so-called the hymns of India, are also to be found in this form, The 
following isa part of the Dharrma Chakkappawattanasutten :— 

“Ye Dhamma hetuppabhawa, 
Yesan hetun Tathagato, 
Aha Yesin chayo nirodho 
Ewan wadi maho Samano.” 
Tn English it would read thus :— 


^ AIL things have proceeded from some cause ; 
This causo is deacribed in tho Tathagato ; 
All things will continue to exist, 
So enys the groat Bramano.” 


estroying tho beauty and harmony of the Vedas by perverting ^ 
them with their iniquitous practices. He said, “ Your notions of the 
teachings of the Puranas are, that the Cause of all things can be 
appeased, when wrathful, by the fat of lambs; this is nowhere 
taught in the Scriptures, but is a perversion of its sacred text 
which wo must abolish before we can riso to tho attainment of 
supremo felicity. I can sve,” contined Buddha, “some reason for 
your offering in thankfulness the first of your harvest in return for 
the blessings of a bountiful in-gathering, but to think that He who 
made all ings by His power, who ordereth all things by His 
wisdom, and fashioneth all subjects of His creation by His loye, 
could condescend to be moyed by the destruction of life, and the 
offering of flesh upon your altars, is more than intelligence, 
governed by reason, can accept. When blood is offered,” says 
Buddha, “under tho supposition that the rage of the Almight 
power will bo appeased, as our thirst is by the water of the broolt, 
sacrifice becomes a derogatory act, and lessens the dignity of tho 
man who ean thus imagine that his gods nre so low and creature- 
like.” In his conversations with the Brahmans he continually 
dwelt upon the harm and inutility of sacrifice, In overy rite of 
blood there was connected an iniquity unpardonable, for every life, 
said ho, is equally precious, and he who offers sacrifice transgrosses 
the first principles of his being. 

In Buddhism no rite or ceremony is allowed, and the precepts, 
to which we shall afterwards direct your attention, were ordered 
to be read on certain days in presence of the Buddhaship, and tho 
occasional reading of the Bana at particular times. "This system of 
religion so exacting in its observances, is too abstract for the more 
lively imaginative mind of the Anglo-Saxon, ‘They must have some- 
thing of a moro substantial nature upon which they may direct 
their attention, and though this same religion of Buddha was tho 
religion, of your land in former days, it was changed and corrupted. 
to suit the morbid desires of a speculative people. 

In consistence with the thought that man must work out his own 
redemption, Buddhism rejects all thoughts of a mediatorial power 
and regards places of torment as useless. Man," says Buddha, “must 
pay tho full penalty of his transgressions, by a successive change 
of bodies, anus his attachment ta sensuous objects flee away from 
him, so ho will attain the rank of purity.” Sin, as it is spoken of 
in your Bible, they do not recognise. Every man is his own law- 
giver, on ncooust of the moral principle within him. “Tf we injure 
ho one by cur acts,” says Buddha, * we commit no wrong ; and if 
our acts are an inconvenience to ourselves, no one has any right to 
think that we are transgressors, and we must remove these incon- 
veniences in the seme way that we would remove hunger or thirst, 
or overcome disease.” Thus the religious ideas inculeated by 
Buddha had for their object the crushing down of every bodily 
desire, tho nourishing and sustaining of the mind by meditation, and 
observing the powers of God, so as to bring about tho greatest 


Th this discourse he tella with marked. ability the various suffer- 
ings that msn must endure before he can attain to a state of 
peaceful repose, and that the cmuse of nll the unquietness and 
tiseries of lifo are due to man's attachment to sensuous objects, 
and that in proportion to his disregard for them so will he grow 
hoyond their attractions, and mente higher state of being. He 
further taught thot all men in their birth are equal, that in the 
wilderness hp had proved that man at most was a corruptible pile 
continually dying, and that neither hunger, thirst, sleep, nor wild 
bests respected ons min more than another; that the supposed 
distinction of caste was but n feeling of vanity that arises in man's 
heart from an imporfect knowledge of himself and others, That 
before men can really and truly serve out the higher purposes of 
their nature, thoy will have to censs the indulgences of their bodies, 
uppetitos, and pusions, and lesve the mind more time for medi- 
tative contemplation; and before the mind enn be set free, there 
must bo right attachment, and other virtues called to their favour, 
‘Phe King of Mugdad, who leo heard his discourse on the Tathagato, 

i i 0 deep was his respect for his 
utterances, that in less than th: us ho had erceted over 3,000 
slirínea to perpstunte tha memory of the event. 

Biddharrit» gathering around him many adherents, was named 
by them Gotama, the good shepherd, and Buddha, wisdom, in 
honour of his intelligence and intuitional powers, and the zealous 
care of his followers. He sought discussion, and entered into con- 
versations with all ho met; he courted inquiry, and. afforded anost 
courteous answers to all who inquired of him. Though he was 
bitterly opposed to the teachings of the Brahmana, he did not at 
firat attack them on these things; but, deoming the question of 
caste of more importance, ho used every available means to bring it 
to th front, Entering one day into tho Temple of Brahms, he 
t he meant by caste. "Tho Brahman replied

contemplations in the woods, saw that where the rays of the y 
descended lenst, there was indoed the least life. ‘Thus ho obseree’ 
that where the trees clustered thickly together, there the beams of 
the central light were prevented from falling upon tho ground, anq 
as a consequence the vegetation was in that place of à poorer 
description. This power exerted by the sun was the nearest resem. 
blanco to the invisible cause of all things, and the mode of its 
operation, as anything they were able to conceive of ; hence man, 
the nearest to the wisdom of the Infinite through the power of his 
intellect, he concluded, was the first emanation from God. Then ha 
arranged in general order the different species and tribes of animala, 
until he came to coarser matter unorganised, but as this contributed 
to the sustenanee of all nature, he concluded that even matter par- 
took of the nature of that power which was so distinctly visible in 
all crestion. ‘There aro those who in pride and haughtiness of 
manner and disposition, and adopting the thoughts of the ancient 
Brahmans, thinking themselves to be the elect sons of God, and 
tha only possessors of righteousness, have supposed that these 
deductions clearly p 


ved the idolatry of the religion of Buddhism ; 
but no greater mistake could be made than this, and those who 
would speak or write of them as “heathenish idolaters" betray 
either s lack of information on the subject, or an entire disregard 
for truth. Of these things we shall speak more as we proceed. 

Buddhism had grown 80 quickly that even before tho death of 
ito founder innumerable monasteries had been instituted in all parts 
of the land, ‘The system met with almost universal acceptance on 
acount of its simplicity and the harmony of its doctrines. ‘Those 
wlio entered into’ the Budd ship ware required to take the vows 
of obedience to the voice within, to be pure in thought and word, 
and not to seek the sequisition of worldly goods nor earthly praise; 
but to keep the body in subjection to the superior powers of the 
mind. These monasteries were originally but caves, that were 
found in many cases the products of nature, and in some other 
parts they were artificial, Dat executed in that plainness of style 
which thoir religion demanded, 


In conclusion, who is thore, in m spirit of fairness, and with 
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prelates: cast aside, will say that Buddhism, as here detailed, was 
eathenism or idolatry? If you accuse the principles of Buddha 
with the power to mislead, what shall we say of the monstrous 
systems now prevailing in your so-called land of enlightenment ? 

we proceed in our review we hope to be able to show. you 
that Buddhism was the foundation of- the learned schools of 
Egypt, and. deposited its seeds on the soil of Italy, which brought 
forth the sages of antiquity, and established the order of the 
Essenian brotherhood. T fact, it was the religion of this pE 
country, in my daya nad thero still stand the monuments of these 
temples to prove the assertion, We would in all sincerity wish 
that moro of the spirit of Buddhism prevailed in your fair land to- 
day, then would you seo swept from your midst these plague spots 
of vico which we notico at every short interval. Call these things 
‘“heathonish,” not tho sublime philosophy of one who had just 
reason to claim the gift of inspiration over any other man; a 
religion that will countenance these evils of which we have com- 
plained is only a hollow mockery, a sham, aud an insult to Infinite 
love. 

Come, then, with minds pure and unsullied, and apply your hearts 
to the wisdom of God, and the truth, as it shines free for every 
soul, will descend and illumine the recesses of your paths, and 
point you to the road that leads to happiness in the home beyond. 

We shall resume the teachings of Buddha on the next Sunday 
evening, and follow their farther unfoldments. May the grace of 
God descend and make you feel the sincerity of our motives, and 
incline your ways to his laws,

JESUS WORSHIP. 

[From Mr, Jolm Logan, Dunedin, New Zealand, we have re- 
ceived the Otago Daily Times of March 8, which contains the fol- 
lowing report of a lecture by Mr. C. Bright, who is one of the 
most active and intelligent of Australian Spiritualists, Ile has 
been intimately associated with the work of Dr. Pesbles in these 
colonies, nud to him the Doctor dedicated some of his publications.) 
Notwithstanding the drizzling dirty weather that prevailed, the 
lower hull of the Athentum was Well filled list evening, when 
Mr. Charles Bright delivered his controversial lecture on ^ Jesns 


recognised his inferiority to God, Could he have made the state- 
ment, “Of that hour knoweth no one, not even the angels, nor the 
Son, but the Father,” if he had been equal in knowledge to tho 
Father? Ho put up prayers, and such a thing was reasonable 
enough in man, but absurd in a God. "The Gospel of John, how- 
ever, was taken ns clearly manifesting thut Jesus was the Ron of 
God. He left on one side all the doubts thrown upon the authen- 
ticity of that Gospel, and took its own languaze, arguing from 
numerous that Jesus was held to be the Son of God in 
exactly the same way as the disciples were held to be the sons of 
God, ^ Jesus said, “ The Fatheris in me and I in Him,” but. uer 
afterwards he said the disciples were oue with him and one wit! 

God, and ho prayed also that the disciples might be one, Jesus all 
along EUM himself as being one with God in exactly the same 
way as he believed that the disciples were one with God—they 
were striving to carry out God's will. Jesus always spoke of him- 
soli as being sent by God, and it was a mere juggling with phrases 
to assert that the sender and the sent were ono and the same. 
There was nothing in any of the Gospels showing that Jesus 
assumed himself capable of receiving human worship. ‘Che 12th 
verse of the Ist chapter of John assures us that all who accept 
Jesus become sons of God; and language like that surely was proof 
enough that even John did not assume Jesus to be God Himself. 
But how was it to be accounted for that Jesus had come to bo 
worshipped as God, seeing there could be no logical conclusion from 
the Gospels that he was worshipped in that way on earth, He felt 
assured that, if it had been intended for that great fact to be made 
kaown, it would not have been left to be squabbled over by Greek 
and Hebrew translators. How were we to account for the growth 
of this belief then? The earliest Christians spoke of Jesus as the 
Messiah or messenger only, bringing a frosh revelation of the Divine 
will to the world. But all records of the early history of Chris- 
tianity were in darkness. We heard in Roman history of Chris- 
tianity only ns a wretched superstition, opposing their brilliant 
philosophy. Ono of Rome's strongest objections to Christianity, 
was that ita founder was an obscure peasant, a man not worthy ol 

notice compared with the noble attributes of the gods and demi- 
gods of their mythology, This fact was to mauy students of 
theology a proof of the Godhead of Jesus. But it was apparent 
that tho Christians in time grew ashamed of the fact that they had 


Worship.” ‘The chair was taken by Robert Stout, Esq., M.E.R. 
who briefly introduced the lecturer. 

Mr, Bright began by stating that he was not fond of controversy, 
and he regretted the necessity of it, If he could endenvour in an 
other way to sprend the opinions he consistently and cordially held, 
he would gratefully do so, and especially on such a subject as the 
ona of his lecture, But it must be remembered that the world 
advanced only by men strongly speaking out what they held to be 
tho truth. And he hold it as truth that the world had committed 
A grievous error in bestowing worship on Jesus of Nazareth. Of 
course it might be that ke was in error, but he would firmly and 
honestly speak tho truth. ‘The greatest minda were now revolting 
from the credal errors that had formed eround Christianity, Ons 
rerult of n young man being trained to believe Jesus the God 
Almighty, and afterwards, as many young men did, discovering that 
belia to be an error, was that be was left in grievous darkness, 
dwolt for a time in a perfect cave of despair, and it was a chance if 
his life were not altogether wrecked. The question was, Wus 
it-nm/ercor that Jesu of Nazareth was God in person? Ile would 
not take an outlook, in seeking an answer to this question, into 
thy wide mango of modera rationalism, but confine his attention to 
the foundation of Oliristinnity, In the first place, Josus began life 
na nll other men began life, ns an infant in his mother's arms, He 
nequired knowledge as other youths did. If he was God, his 
knowledge would hava been at once complete: he would not have 
Ind to attend Jowish doctors to acquire instruction. His knowledge 
when he attained to manhood was limited, Fle did not know, forin- 
Steno, if there was fiuit on the fig-tree, and cursed it tillit withored. 
Ilis power was als limited ; at one plače he visited he eoald ^ do 
no mighty work because of their unbelief.” And his omiscionea 
was limited; he stated he would stay three days and three nights 
in the heart of the enrth after his death, wheroas he stayed hut ono 
duy and two nights, Other instances were quoted, and the lecturer 
want on to ask iow, if he were God, those qualities could have 
boen limited in him. Tf his knowledge and power were finite, then 
bo could have no divinity. But what did Jesus say of himself in 
the Gospel record?

Previous fo 
this fourth century, the idea of Jesus worship had never been pro- 
mulgaled. Jesus as a man was everything that was honourable 
aod reverent; but if we came to set him up as God, then we find 
him to be little and contemptible. Poul, writing only twenty years 
ater his death, spoke of Jesus na tho son of David according to tho 
feck, and tho Son of God according to tho spirit. Paul called him 
the Son, the way, and the message of God, but never spoke of him 
A God himself, All misunderstandings arose from tho Creeds, 
which formed no part of Christianity, He quoted the term applied 
by Athannsius to his opponents as f sample of the kind of feeling. 
engendered by the Creeds ; none of it was derived from the Sermon 
on tho Mount, All the teaching of Jesus inculcated love. These 
terrible credal subtleties engendered the sort of feeling so often 
displayed amongst oar own contomporaries—that of spiritual pride ; 
attempting to lay down rules whereby to judge whether one's 
neighbours had title to the name of Christian, Tho idea that 
Jesus was God was irrational and unthinkal Jesus was a being, 
and could beargued about and defined, and the moment we defined 
God, wemade him less than infinite. If God was brought forward 
ns a mystery, leave Him as a mystery, and let human beings hum- 
bly try to learn little by little of the workings of that mystery; 
but, as Mutthew Arnold put it, if pot forward asa scientific fact, 
let that fact ba proved scientifically, Mr, Bright concluded by 
expressing n wish that ho bad burt the feelings of nono of his hearers 
by spenking as ho had done.

ADVICE TO CONTROLLING SPIRITS. 

. To ths Editor—Sir,—I often read with interest the reports 
in your columns of lectures delivered by various distinguished 
mediums, The orderly arrangement, eloquent delivery, and well- 
chosen language of some of these entranced orators—untrained in 
the schoolman's sense—is as clear evidence of the operation of 
spirits upon man, as written communications, produced under con- 
ditions known to preclude human ngency, are evidence of tho 
operation of spirits upon matter.* But these orations nre some- 
times marred by the interpolation of statements go out of harmony 
with the body of the discourse, and so needlessly antagonistic to 
the feelings and beliefs of many who are interested in Spiritualism, 
and whose interest we wish to see deepened, that it appears to be 
the sudden irruption of a spirit bent upon discord, and not the har- 
monious flow of the medium's “control,” These interruptions 
are not, however, peculiar to spirit-control; wo haye them also in 
our ordinary meetings, and they are so sudden that the chairman 
controlling the meeting is unable to prevent them; but in spirit- 
controls they are less easily seen to be interruptions, and far less 
easily prevented, consequently spirit and medium are often im- 
properly censured. 

Such an irruption occurs in the excellent discourse on the 
“Origin of Buddhism,” given through Mr, Lambelle, on Sunday, 
the 20th inst, and reported in your paper. The control, after a 
series of interesting statements, culminating in the affirmation that 
the “Scriptures written by Moses" are of Buddhistie origin, sud- 
denly appears to bo changed in spirit (if he be reported correctly), 
and accuses the translators of the Bible of the “ wilful perversion 
of the truth of the text . . . inorder to blind the eyes of the 
people, and keep them from tracing them to their true source,” the 
translator's offence being the rendering of Gen. i, v. 1 thus: “In the 
beginning God created the heaven and the earth,” instead of “ By 
wisdom God created the planets and the earth,” for so, says the 
spirit, the words would read if rightly understood. Now, I do not 
beliove this new version, and the criminal charge against our trans- 
Jators, to be the matured and deliberate utterancts of a kindly and 
intelligent spirit, sach as oue would judge Mr. Lambelle's guido 
tobe, if wo judge him from what we know of his medium; end 
L earnestly urge, through your columns, not only Mr. Lambelle'a 
control, but also all other spirits engaged in n similar work, to 
adopt special precautions to prevent such disorderly manifestations ; 
or, if they cannot prevent them at the time, to explain the intru- 
sion after the discourse is ended, 

In this new version there is not even the shadow of accuracy. 
"he words of the original mean in English exactly what they say 
in our Bible, and neither more nor less. The original, which ts 
open to all now ina manner in which it was not at the timo 
referred to, is a continued and unimpeachable witness to the it- 
tegrity, scrupulous exactness, and faithful rendering of itself into 
the vernacular, 

It appears that Mr, Lambelle’s control desires to show that thes» 
Seriptures came to us vid Hindoo nnd Buddhietical channels. [tis 
cleat he has a profound veneration for them, for he speaks of tho 
religious philosophy of which they aro the transcript, as “never 
excelled by any other system that ever prevailed either before or 
sines.’ They may have descended through these channels, for no 
truly enlightened man believes the Jews to have been other than 
one of n series of nationalities receiving revelations of Divine things 
from the Supreme; and, assuming they did, I suggest to these 
spivit-workers everywhere that they will more effectually preparo 
the way for the descent of the Kingdom of Heaven by bringing to 
the comprehension of all, the hidden truths of these ancient writings, 
than by occupying time in proving them to be ancient. A truth is 
not more effective because it is shown to haye been promulgated 
6,000 or 16,000 years ago. Its potency is in itself. 

If, then, timo is occupied in proving à greater antiquity for the 
clothing of this or that series of truths, men's minds are diverted 
from the truths themselves, when itis the truth alone that can 
bring about the results so earnestly worked for. 

This suggestion arises out of the attempt to the 
description of creation given in Genesis to bo of Baddhistie, und 
the second of Hindoo origin, Now once more, for the nonce, 
admitting this to be so, I unge upon all controlling spirits whethor 
tho “ suparior philosophy” which is contained within theso soparato 
accounts, ia not of incomparably greater importance to us, Mr. 
Tambullé's control refers to the two kinds of philosophy practised 
in ancient India—to tho “ inferior philosophy, which related to the 
earth and things terrestrial, and the superior, which taught of tho 
soul and things celestial.”

While others, through ignorenc» aud im- 
pure lives, have become victims of lying spirita; aud misery, regret, 
and disappointment have been theirs. Why? Because Spiritual 
ists, though well-meaning, have asked them to join the“ spirit- 
circle," and, perhaps through ignoranes, have not instructed them 
concerning ‘the responsibility of tho situation thoy were boing 
placed in by becoming mediums. 

How many Spiritualists in this fourth decade of Modern Spiri- 
tualism, when about to form a “ spirit-ci inform the sitters 
of thy is pleasures, and happiness that will be theirs if they live 
puro, noble, and upright lives? or warn them of tho misery, an- 
guish, and suffering thoy will entail upon themselves if they do 
not live eecording to the light given them? Ts there one? Oh, 
brothers, think of it! Think of the work you have in hand, aud 
how you may effect the greatest good. There are persons who 
cannot withstand the trials of the Spiritualist—to lose their work, 
their custom, and their old friends; to be laughed at, jeered at, 
and to meet taunts on every hand is more than they can bear; and 
they aro fain to resume their old placo in the world. If such as 
these have been so fortunate ns to become mediums during tho 
short time they have buen investigating Spiritualism they nro open 
to untoward influences that might cause them great trouble through 
life, Such like characters need something popular. 

There are others who have good mediumistic qualities and suf- 
ficient courage to do battle with the world, but find it very hard 
indeed to give up some of thelr old waya: ‘Lo such I would my: 
Reform, by all means, or far better had it been for you not to have 
known Spiritualism; because like attracts like, aud the brightest 
and boat modiamship, when perverted, become the worst, just like 
the brightest and best intellects when perverted become the worst 
to deal with. 

Spirituslism is nota toy that it should be played with, but is a 
acienes, embracing all other scionces appertaining to the physical, 
mental, intellestua], and ual nature of man ; and thoso who 
engage in it to while away an idle hour will find those in spirit 
who will be as ready as thom, aud who will in time meot with 
their roward. 

In conclusion, T hope to see mora thought taken of the work 
in by Spiritualista. It ia not how many converts we make 
tho year, but how we apply the Juowledgo wo recvive, 
Wini batter aro our daily lives than mon-Spiritualits P This is 
what wo nood aak ourselves; It is not the grogtoat amount of 
weed sawn that dooa the most good, bat that which taketh root in 
ool ground.

fied it in some places. We had a long talk with him on his works 
and the ancient Hindoo philosophy. He is desirous of making 
many observations upon his writings, which he says are misunder- 
stood. They were taken down by his disciples, and engraved npon 
pieces of stone, come of which yet exist iu the temples. 

We may remark that years ago wo had described to us several 
visions by seers in our family, respecting four grades of spirits, 
tach grade more ancient than the one preceding it, and some of 
these carried blocks of stono in their hands, on which characters 
were engraved. The communications now coming through Mr, 
Lambella seem to indicate tho fulfilment of the promise that these 
old spirits, part of the band attached to the Spiritual Institution, 
Souli in dus time give their experiences to the world.

Tho 
leoturor commenced by depreenting the prevnlenoe of apiritualiatio views 
among such n largo number of sober-minded, intelligent beings, and after 
quoting a series of neyapaper reports of the glaring impositions of pro- 
Togsional mediuma (who he aid ware tho editors of tho apiritual periodi- 
calu) he presented to usa number of statements eo utiarly devoid of 
truth, that, were it not to show the weakness of hia position, I would 
not trouble your readers with their enumeration. He said we believed 
that there was no punishment in tho future condition of existence, wo 
entirely ignored the Bible, and prayer did not como within the province 
of our religious duties; and as for tho rest of his assertions, your readers 
Will bo ablo to judge of hia careful investigation and research if they 
frill roter to the Christian Ambassador for tho prevent month, wherein 
inen article on Spiritualism, which ho subsequently acknowledged was 
bis own composition when T chmged him with pilfering his ideas there- 
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from, Instead of introducing the theory of magic to account for the 
phenomena as announced on the bills, he gravely informed his auditors 
that they were produced by mesmerism. At the close of the lecture, 
hali-an-hour being allowed for discussion, I briefly reviewed the arz 
monts advanced, and told him that it was unnecessary to solicit the sid 
of professional mediums in the investigation, as my experience had been 
derived chiefly through the mediumship of working men, and I bad 
witnessed almost every phase of the phenomena in question. Havin, 
shown by what means the mesmerio sensitive was operated upon, an 
Augured from this the possibility of the mesmorist still being enabled 
to exercise the power, even though spart from his physical body, and 
that the sonsitive could not manifest superior intelligence to that pos- 
sossod by the operator, I told him that I bad frequently heard dizeourses 
delivered through an uneducated medium, far beyond his mental espa- 
bility, while in the normal condition. ‘That these addresses were of a 
deoply philosophical character; breathing n spirit so rational, pure, and 
moral, as to display n high order of spiritual culture, and development, 
and requested him to prove from whence proceeded such intelligence if 
not from a spiritual being? His reply to this question was, that such 
had not come within tho range of his own experience, therefore he was 
not prepared to say from whence the intelligenco proceeded. Mr. Brun- 
skill thon said that he bad practically investigated Spiritualism for a 
number of years, and was positively persuaded that the phenomena were 
genuine; and after requesting every individual present to investigate 
for themselves, aud not be deluded by newspaper reports, he challenged 
the lecturer to a public debate, which, if accepted, he would produce a 
man to discuss the subject on any date which might. be convenient. 
‘Thia the lecturer declined, asserting that his time was too muci occupied, 
but ho would discuss tho matter through the columns of a newspaper. 
Tho chairman in his closing remarks informed us that be had devoted 
somo attention to the study of psychology, and had come to the conclu- 
sion that imagination and mnimul magnetism would account for the 
production of spiritual phenomena. 

On the Sunday afternoon, we repaired to the residence of Mr. 
Robson of Land's Bank, where Mr. S. De Main's guide delivered an 
sddeose upon the subject “The Rights of Humanity,” which was chosen 
by the audience. Ho showed bow msn was deprived of his physical 
rights by the tyrannising monopoly of his fellow-beinge, who were 
anxious to acquire the glittering tinsels of earth. Man's spiritual rights 
had hitherto been cireumseribed, but a day was dawning when he would 
receive that spiritual food which the churches had so long deprived bim 
of. The control replied to questions at the close. In the evening Mr. 
Brunskill kindly consented to sit for materialisation, when, the condi- 
tions being exceptionally favourable, “Sam " was enabled to walk out of 
the cabinet in his flowing white robes three times. He went round the 
circle, enveloped each sitter in turn in the folds of his garments, spoke 
through the tuba, and having committed bis autograph to the paper on 
tho table, he retired into the cabinet, when “Kate” walked out, leading 
by the band the infant child of Mr. Bruvskill, who had passed away 
about four years ngo. They advanced up to Mrs, Brunskill, when the 
child looked earnestly up to hee ns though anxious to bo recognised. 
* Kato" then placed the infant in the chnir in foll view of the sitters, 
while she withdrew towards the cabinet. to enable us to distinetly per- 
eeivo two materialised spirit-forms. Subsequently " Kato” carried the 
child round tho circle in her arms, much to the gratification of everyone 
present. Had the lecturer of the previous evening witneesed these 
insrvellous manifestations, ho must have been positively persuaded that 
the force of “ mesmerism " was endowed with the attributes of intelligence 
peculiar to the human being, 

I have been obliged to condense this report into as small a compass

WHY WOMEN CANNOT BE MASONS, 

At the late anniversary celebration of the Masons nt Austin, Nevada, 
the orator of the day thus discoursed upon tho question, “ Why cannot 
a Woman be made a Mason?" It has the merit of novelty, at least, 
The speaker said :— 

“Woman sometimes complains that she is not permitted to enter our 
Lodges and work with the Craft in their labours, and learn all there is to 
learn in the institution. We learn thst before the G.A.O.T.U. had 
finished his work, he was in doubt about creating Eve. ‘The creation of 
every living and creeping thing had been mecomplisbed, and the 
G.A.O.T,U. had made Adam (who wns the first Mason) and ereeted for, 
him the finest Lodge in the world, and called it Paradiso No. l. He 
then called up the beasts of tho field aod fowls of the air to pass before 
Adam for him to name them, whioh was a piece of work he had to do 
alone, so that no confusion might thereafter arise from Eye, who be 
knew would make trouble if she was allowed to participate if ho created 
her beforehand, E > 

^i Adam, being very much fatigued with the labours of his task, fell 
asleep, and when ho awoke he found Exe in the Lodge with bim. Adam 
being Senior Warden, placed Eve ns the pillar of beauty in tho South, 
and thoy received tbair instructions from the Grand Master in the East, 
which, when finished, she immediately dalled tho Craft from labour to 
refreshment, Instead of attending to the duties of hor office, as she 
ought, she left her station, violating ber obligations, and lot in an ex- 

S on, who bad no business there, and went round with him, 
lesving Adam to look after tho jewels, Tho follow bad been expelled 
from the Grand with several others some time before. But 
hoaring the footatepa of the Grand Master, ho suddenly took bis leavo, 
telling Eve to mako aprons, us ahonnd Adam were not in proper regalia. 
Sho went and told Adam, ond whon the Grand Master returned to the 
Lodge ho found that his gavel lind been stolen. 

© He called for the Senor and Junior Wardens, who had neglected 
to gunrd the door, and found thom absent. After searching for some 


timo he came to where they were hid, and demanded of Adam what ho 
was doing there, instead of occupying bis official position. re- 


plied that they wero waiting for Ere to call the Craft from refreshment 
to labour again, and that the Craft was not properly clothed, which 
thes were making provision for. ‘Turning to Eve, he nsked ber what 
she had to offer in excuse for her unofficial and unmasonie conduct. She 
replicd that a fellow passing himself off as the Grand Lecturer had 
been giving ber instructions, and she thought it would be no harm to 
leari them. ‘The Grand Masted asked what had become of his gavel, 
She said she didn't know, unless the fellow had taken it away. 

Finding that Ere was no longer trustworthy, and that she bad caused 
Adam to neglect bis duty, and bad let in one whom He expelled, tho 
Grand Master closed tho Lodge, and turning them out, eet a faith- 
ful Tyler to guard the door with a flaming sword. Adam, repenting 
his folly, began to work Jike a man and a good Mason, in order to get 
reinstated again, Not so with Evo; rhe got angry about it, and com- 
menced raising Cain, Adam, on necount of his reformation, was per- 
mitted to establish Lodges and work in lower degree, nnd while Ere 
was allowed to join him in the works of cbarity outside, she was never 
again to be admitted to assist in the regular work of the Craft. Hence 
tho reasoa why a woman eannot become a Mason."

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-FOUR HOURS WITH NEWCASTLE 
SPIRITUALISTS. 
Other circumstances favouring, it was arranged, through tho 
kindness of Mr. Armstrong, that I should accompany Mr, and Mrs. 
G—— of ———— to Miss Fairlamb's seance on Sunday morning, 
May 19. Ileft London on Saturday, and was glad to receive the 
heurty greeting of Mr. E. W. Wallis, who cume down to the station 
io meet me. Looking round, I perceived Mr. and Mrs, G—— 
making their way through a gate dou tudo rain, which MA Jat 
arrived at another platform. Altoyether it was a pleasant and 
unexpected meeting, and agreeably commenced the proceedin, 
connected with the trip, We learned that a seanco was to take 
place at Mr. Pickup’s in the evening. Though this was prefatory 
to our programme, we attended, When we arrived—rathor late— 
Mr. Wallis had just finished a course of psychometric examinn- 
tions, and Miss Wood was about to re-arrange the company—not 
a large one—for a physical seance. Tho circle was formed round 
the table. I held Miss Wood by the left hand; Mrs. Dalton held 
the right. Hands were held all round, and the light was put ont. 
"The usual dark seance phenomena occurred, but not plentifully. 
Panahon swith kanda nad the’ Ciba SVETO experienced ake? 
spoke through the medium a good deal, It was evident that pre- 
parations were being made for a grand effort. One of the iron 
tings on the table touched my wrist several times in the early part 
of tho seance. I had felt nothing of it for a long time, though our 
hands, in constant contact, had been moved about. Miss Wood 
shuddered convulsively, and Mrs. Dalton declared that one of the 
iron rings had been placed on her arm that was in contact with 
Miss Wood's right hand. ‘This agitated state of the medium con- 
tinued, and with much spasmodic nction on her part and severe 
pressure of my hand in hers, tha other iron ring was passed on to 
my wrist. It seemed to me a genuine instanco of the ring test, as 
our hands had not been parted from the time that the light was 
mt out till it was replaced again nt the close of the experiment. 
Mi. G—— then took my place, but the power was too far exhausted 
to permit a repetition of the ring test. " 

Next morning (Sunday) our “ twenty-four hours " experiences 
began with Fairlamb’s seanca at the rooms of the Society in 
Weir's Court, Newgate Street. Though the visit had been decided 
only three clear days previously, yet it bad become publie so far 
that instead of there aS less than a dozen persons present, as is 
usually the case, thero were upwards of three dozen sittere. The 
feeling was, however, most harmonious, and Mr. Armstrong con- 
ducts the proceedings in an admirable manner, keeping order with- 
ont imposing restraint. I have not time this week. to give a full 
account of my experiences, but will do so on another occasion. 
"The spirit-forms acted in n most convincing and extraordinary 
manner, as I shall show when I hayo leisure to enter into par 
ticulars, 

Miss Wood gavo a similar sennce in the afternoon, attended by 
about twenty sitters, It was specially arranged for the benefit of 
the strangers. The results were somewhat similar to those of tho 
morning, Miss Fairlamb sat close to the cabinet outside, so that 
the mediumship of Miss Wood and her frierd was combined in 
producing the results, " 

After this experiment we proceeded to Upper Claremont to tea 
with Mr. Armstrong and his genial family. No sooner had we 
entered the parlour, than Mrs, G- was much affected by the 
excellent influence which pervaded i. Our conversation turned 
on “Minnie,” the spirit that materialises through Miss Fairlamb, 
and which spirit that morning at the seance came wp to me and 
kissed me most affectionately. I have long entertained m deep 
regard for this graceful and kind spiritual demonstrator of immor- 
tality, and have taken some trouble to pictorialise her manifestations 
in these pages, and when she sọ spontaneously and lovingly mo 
fested this favour towards me, I could uot permit myself to under- 
valua the aot, T was speaking of it, and alio of the deop regard I en- 
tartiiin for another spirit, whose portrait Mrs. Reed so beautifully 
sketched, and which drawing may be seen at the Spiritual Institu- 
tion. ‘Tho height of my enthusiasm may be fancied when Mrs, 
G— became instantly entranced, and her guide “Syowdrap " 
began to tell mo of the dear spirit-friend of whom T had just boon 
speaking. Fore long time I knew, or felt impressed, that sho was

After tea wo again repaired to tho halt to Menü Mr. E, W, 
Wallisa discourse, I was invited to inko Wio chnir, Mr, Kereay 
fave out tho hymns, and Mr, Rabson gave madmirable reading 
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from the Christian World on the need of more outspokenness in 

the matter of religious belief. The only drawback to the reading 

was its great length—it might have been abridged here and there 

to great advantage. There sat the medium under a strong influence, 

which was momentarily going to waste like steam from a boiler 

under high pressure. All sensitives near him participated in the 

distress which this suspension of spiritual energy occasioned. It 

pa be well to keep this matter in view in all meetings of the 
ind. 

I was most agreeably surprised at Mr, Wallis's greatly improved 
style of address, The subject was a most comprehensive ono, and 
it was treated with great fulness, yet without weariness ; a more 
compact, instructive, and interesting oration, delivered with earnest- 
ness and good taste, it would be difficult to imagine. 

Mr, G—, when called on, made a few very suggestive remarks, 
He has had much experience with progressed spirite, and speaks to 
the point when it is a question of spiritual teac! ig, 

r. Mould, the president of the society, also spoke, and thus one 
of the most enjoyablo meetings I ever attended came to an end. 
The hall was comfortably filled by a highly respectable ond sympa- 
thetic audience. I heard the remark at the close that it was one 
of the most spiritual meetings that had been held in that hall, I 
felt much refreshed by it; it seemed to fill up the system with 
harmony and satisfaction. 

No more was done that day, but carly on Monday morning I was 
in attendance on my friends, A series of controls manifested through 
Mrs. and Mr. G——. One, an Indian, per Mrs. G——, told mo all 
about my physical condition, while “Snowdrop” was as wise as 
myself about my external affairs, and the condition of things at the 
“wigwam.” A guide of Mr. G——'s went into my business sphere, 
and another spoke on the epiritual plane, discussing supramundane 
principles affecting the progress of the Movement. 

‘Then came my guardian and teacher to whom I have alluded as 
having her portrait sketched by Mra, Reed. It was indeed tho 
gentle nud lovely being that Mrs, Burns and clairvoyants have so 
often described. I now knew that thero was a link between the 
hands in connection with my friend's and our own bands; for Mrs. 
d known this spirit for a number of years. 

I cannot begin to describe the influence which accompanied 
these manifestations ; we were all deeply influenced, It seemed as

Schoolvoom, Ainsworth, by Mr. W. J. Calville, of London, an the quss- 
tion, " Wherein do Unitarians and Spiritualists differ?” “here was o 
re. ho Rov. Ephraim Tarland offloiated

lecture, which was thoughtful and eloquent, was wall received. 


Mr, Colville gave an account of Unitarisnism, and termed it s high 
form of religion ; but it did not reach all mankind, nnd men must reach 
a certain age of moral and religious development before they would be 
ablo to receive it. How were thoy to influence those who were too nega- 
tive in their danda to receive Unitarisnism? Here Spiritualism 
camo in, and demonstrated that which Unitarisnism could only assert. 
Ho went on to refer to the modern tendency to reject the supernatural. 
He contended that the preface to Dr, Martineau's new hymn-book was 
proof that some Unitarians, at least, were losing their hold on the supor- 
natural. Ho thought that if the supernatural was a violation of natural 
Jaws, then the sooner people disbelioved it the better; but the true 
thought was that there were laws which had not been fathomed, and 
discoveries were made which showed that certain things are possible 
which were onco deemed impossible, Astronomere, geologista, &e., speak 
of laws they have not fathomed; and yet they often 2 that certain 
things are impossible because they are oppored to natural Jaw, Why, 
until they know the whole of nature, have rolved wll her probleme, and 
discovered nll her secrets, thoy have no right to say that such and ‘mich 
things are impossible, In order that people should accept Spiritualism 
it was simply necessary that they should investigate it. Unitarianism 
did not prove immortality; it only taught it nnd gave reasons for it ; but 
there were men too negative to be convinced by mero sesertion, Until 
they could prove immortality as they could show that two and two make 
four, they will not believe, indeed they could not believe, Tt was only 
Spiritualism which sould touch such persons, and it could give thom 
proofs, If Spiritualism bo proved to be true, it will consolidate 
religion, bring it home to the people, and supplement science. Tho 
Unity and Fatherhood of God, tbe brotherhood and immortality of man, 
and the true work of Jesus, were only doctrines with the Unitarians, but 
they were proved facts to tho Spiritualist. After showing that Spiri 
tualism, like everything else, might bo abused, and had actually been 
abused, he yet contended that ite ndvantnges far outweighed its dangers, 
and that it was the only power capable of conquering materialism and 
making religion universal,
